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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, Species IA, Claims 1-2 in the reply filed on 
07 February 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that Group II contains all 
the structural components recited in elected claim 1 therefore it would be no additional burden 
on the Examiner to examiner to examine both claims 1-2 and 7. This is not found persuasive 
because: 

a) Claim 7 directed to a product and such product does not require to form by particular 
method invention I (refer to prior Office Action paragraph 5). 

b) Further, in the MPEP cited section 808.01 (a) that once the claims are determined to be 
directed to a number patentable inventions and it is required an election of one invention. In this 
case, the invention elected is Group I but not product because examination of multiple inventions 
would clearly present a burden on the Examiner. Thus, the requirement is still deemed proper 
and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 3-7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention and species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

"forming on the surface of the carrier base a second rough surface complementary to the 
first rough surface of the sheet" (claim 1, lines 7-9) is vague and indefinite because it is not 
known as to how the surface of the carrier base being roughened when the sheet of wiring being 
superposed on the surface of the carrier base. Further, it is not certain as to whether the step of 
superposing means the two layers being laminated together or positioned over one another, 
please clarify. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent 5,021,296 to Suzuki et al. 

Suzuki et al disclose a method for producing a wiring transfer sheet comprising a carrier 
base and a wiring layer formed on a surface of the carrier base, the method comprising: 
superposing on a surface of the carrier base (2) a sheet of a wiring material (1) having a first 
rough surface having a plurality of convexities (see Fig. 1 A) so that the first rough surface 
contacts the surface of the carrier base; forming on the surface of the carrier base a second rough 
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surface complementary to the first rough surface of the sheet of the wiring material (see Fig. 
1 A); and forming a wiring layer with a predetermined wiring pattern on the surface of the carrier 
base by etching the sheet of wiring material (See Fig. IB).
